O Man, Bliss is the essence of God. Blissis not that 
happiness which is opposite of. misery ; but it transcends 
both happiness and misery. Bliss never comes and goes. 
As God is, so bliss is. 


Bliss is eternal; it is the spontaneous flow of the 
“essence of Divinity. It is supreme happiness which is 
devoid of the tinge of misery. It is felt, its effect seen but 
it can never be seen. In God is the bliss ; God is in us; 
so is bliss. So it is not to be brought, but.to be found. 


O man, great men have found this and have become 


' greater As, they hayo, found the-espatestodRgincisyarsmall, 
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renunciation is no small to attain that. But no pain is too 
much, no renunciation is too great to find that bliss 
eternal. 


O Man, to find the bliss is to find the God; to find the 
God is to find One self. As God is inside, so he is outside. 
All our senses are outward in their very nature. Therefore 
we see,hear, smell, taste and touch and we sense the world. 
We enjoy, we suffer and experience teaches us that the 
world is full of misery and as we all want undying happiness 
we gaze inside. Once again the same world imprinted 
in the mind dances before us. Hence comes the necessity of 
curbing the dancing tendencies of the mind. Discrimination 
is the way. The momentary loses its importance in 
a moment and the transcendent ascends the throne of the 
heart. The work of the discrimination is over. 


Now the mind gets deep-rooted in the Truth absolute 
and gets nearer and nearer to it and finds the essence of it. 
Truth is God; essence is the bliss. It is the one side of the 
yoga. Yoga is not complete if it is one sided. So, the mind 
which is electrificd by the touch of the Divine was comple- 
tely transmuted by the transmission of the essence of the 
God. It turns to the instruments which are responsible for 
the misery first and bliss at last. It perfects the instrument 
to play the note of song eternal and the same God which it 
found inside was seen it outside and the-world of misery 
was dissolved as the lost kingdom of bliss was found. 


O Man, the bliss inside is incomplete unless it finds 


the bliss outside. Otherwise, when the mind that has 
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found the bliss inside will be torn to pieces if the same 
world of misery is found outside once more. When the 
inside was not hampered by the outside as the same bliss 
was found outside also then the Yoga becomes ‘Integral’. 
The ‘Integral yoga’ is the sole concern of human life. When 
the ‘Integral yoga’ is realised then he finds according to 
Shri Aurobindo ‘All life is Yoga’. As the bliss is difficult 
to attain, so is it inevitable. The inevitability comes from 
essentiality of the potentiality of the reality in man. 


Several sheaths cover the self, mask the glory or the 
divine, cloud the dazzling light of the Sun, shut the door 
of the final beatitude and bind us to this physical vesture. 
As the means to find the way are suitable, one has to take 
shelter under the soles of the feet of a man of God in sub- 
mission and study the forms wherein the enemies are hidden 
and weapon to be used to kill them outright and the lesson 
taught will make him fit for the inner struggle. He breaks 
the fort of Avidya and kills the six enemies (lust, anger, 
greed, attachment, infatuation, jealousy) and enters the 
kingdom of heaven and the worst enemy he faces there was 
ego. When he was also killed,the victorious finds he is face 
to face with the reality which is God or bliss. Because of 
this inner enemies the outer life was full of misery. As 
enemies are no more now the miseries took to its heals and 
the inside bliss was felt outside also and the seeker has 
found that ‘All life is bliss’. 


Bliss is God ; God is pises O Man, realise this and 
attain bliss eternal. 
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The most wonderful creation of God is man. He is 
the worst animal when in the plane of animality and 
ferocity. He is the best of Gods when he is in the plane of 
super-consciousness. . 


As in others in him also triple qualities are at work. 
Two of them inertia and passionate activity.hold him firm in 
tbeir grip. He is dull, inactive, lazy when Tamoguna 
prevails as it is the state of ignorance. He is at full of 
activity done in selfish motive when Rajoguna prevails, 
There he never hesitates to kill, steal, deceive i.e., for his 
ulterior motive. When he gets something, he is at full 
work. If the remuneration is not to be seen there is every 
possibility of his becoming inactive which is the outcome of 
Tamoguna. 


A man immersed in Tama can becomeactive at once if 
he sees a fine future for him concerning the worldly pros- 
perity. It concludes therefore that Tama and Raja are 
correlative as both are responsible for the activity or inacti- 
vity for selfish purpose and both are the outcome of 
ignorance. Man is at his best only when Sattva prevails in 
him. His vision is clear here. He sees in the full light of 
knowledge as Sattva is nothing but light. Though Sattva is 


one amougidhatupmeits espsatmanyjust the opposite of the 
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previous two. If one is gross ignorance another is full light. 
If one causes man to do work selfishly other takes him to 
the realm of unselfishness and provides him strength to work 
for others without caring for the effect of the cause nor the 
result of the work. If one reduces him to the state of 
animal Kingdom, other uplifts him to the heavenly 
kingdom. 


Man is nothing but an instrument in the grip of these 
qualities of Nature until he is conscious of the realm 
of spirit. 


The result of the three can be grouped into two as 
ignorance and knowledge. Man mistakes, does evil deeds, 
takes shelter under the tree of vices, hankers for the for- 
bidden fruit, enjoys for a moment and loses the bliss eternal 
when he is ignorant. 


He takes the path of righteousness and suffers gladly 
for the sake of protecting Dharma, never hankers for the 
ephemera at the cost of the eternal beatitudes ; good for 
the vice, renunciation for the pleasures of the world, when 
knowledge ‘dawns. In other words he seeks to find the 
inner life for an outer death. World fascinates him no 
more. As he has killed the ego to find the real self, no 
vasanas,past tendencies induce or irritate him to do anything 
for a ulterior selfish gain. He is neither jubilant with gain 
nor distressed at loss, but smilingly face the adverse and 
the reverse of it. It is the awakening of the spirit in him, 


the real. man is at work or it is the unfoldment of 
a eee 
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The result of the Sattva guality can only be got in its 
full strength, when man transcends that quality itself. 
Unlike Raja and Tama, it helps to transcend it. It is like 
the staircase for the uppermost storey. When man has 
transcended the triple qualities in him he is nothing but 
pure consciousness now which is bliss absolute, existence 
absolute, and knowledge absolute because he is face to face 
with all consciousness i.e, God. 


Now one has to choose either of the two. World 
entices him and then reduces. The Door of the spiritual 
kingdom is kept closed until it is knocked. In the words 
of Jesus Christ “Seek ye shall find, knock, the door will be 
opened ; ask and it shall be given unto you”. But who 
knocks? The man who is desirous of having that kingdom. 
The desire of eradicating the desires will not arise in man 
unless he has found through experience that the desires are 
the root cause for the soul to go round the cycle of birth 
and death. When man has found this he becomes restless, 
he weeps for the lost life and seeks the company of the 
wise and acts according to their advice and takes to severe 
sadana and turns inwardly. As he has chosen the right 
path; he is sure to attain the blessed state of peace by 
inner poise. 


He can compress all those lives which he would 
have been suffered had he not chosen the path of realisation 
into one life or some years or months even as he has burnt 
all the seed of samskaras which breed future births. He 
has controlled the senses, mind, Prana and what not and 


transcended the triple nature and by merging in the light 
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has become the light absolute. What a tranguil state for a 
man who was wallowing in the guagmire of samsar and 
who was nothing but crawling worm who laughed and wept 
when he was in ignorance! What a change when the view 
is changed !! What an exchange, for a world of misery, a 
world of eternal happiness !! !

Gita is the 
best commentary on Vedas and Upanishads. It is the 
essence of the Upanishads. The best commentary on 
Bhagavad Gita is Lord Krishna’s life itselt as narrated in 
the immortal epic “Bhagavatha”. Gita is ‘scripture on yoga’ 


“and ‘Science of Brahma’ as could be seen from the small 


note that runs at the end of each chapter. 


Gita was taught in the midst of hurtling shafts, after the 
war was declared by blowing the conches on both sides of 
Kauravas and Pandavas. But the question comes whether 
it is possible at such an hour of war to preach or discuss 
Such a.great, long theme? Answer is Lord Krishna had 


Succingtly pointed ent dhe main, #eashipgcyyhgh was later 
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given in a developed form by Sage Vedavyasa who was no 
other than Krishna or Vishnu Himself. Krishna's heart 
was Gita: Vyasa knew his heartfor He is no other than 
Ktishna. This was heard by Sanjaya; the charioteer, 
friend and adviser to the blind king, Dhritarastra. Sanjaya 
was truthful and humble, so Sage Vyasa gave him the 
power of clairvoyance and clairaudience as could be seen 
from Mahabharatha. 


Gita is not at all an interpolation or interwined treatise 
in the. midst of Mahabharata as many Western scholars 
think. It is a direct sequence that has occured in Maha- 
bharata itself could be seen from the first chapter entitled 
“Yoga of despondency’. Throughout the Bhagavad-Gita in 
the midst of the heights and fights of Vedanta, Arjuna was 
reminded of his duty by the Lord. The utterence such 
as therefore ‘remember me and flight’ clearly indicate 
the selfless action expected from Arjuna or any yogi. Thus 
it is clear that Gita is the direct subject and a natural 
sequence in Mahabharatha event. 


Esoterical!y Arjund is the individual soul or jiva who is 
perplexed régarding action, inaction and selfless action.

< In the second chapter of the Bhagavad-Gita entitled 


“Sankhya-Yoga' we hear the divine wisdom. “Wise will 
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never sorrow over the dead or living’. ‘We shall be for 
ever is fact’. Inthe llth and 12th verse of the second 
chapter we are told by God that a man of wisdom do not 
brood or grieve for the birth, growth, change and death of 
the body: for he knows that he is not at all the body. We 
are also told that we were in the past, we are in the 
present ; we will be in future. These two. verses declare 
the immortality of the soul which is a spark of the immortal 
God. When aman realizes this immortality of his real 
self, all fear, anxiety ceases ; bliss which is beyond time, 
space and causation he realizes. Body is a cover: an over 
coat; it is a vesture of karma; vessel of mud ; atentof 
clay ; a mortal weft. Birth, growth, decay and death is 
natural to that because it isa combination of five elements. 
When karma exhausted, the Atma throws it away. Here 
we have an important point. A body becomes old as soon 
as the karma is exhausted in the particular birth. It need 
not be considered that only when the body is aged that 
becomes old. This is the meaning when God says, ‘the 
worn out robes were thrown and new ones were worn, 
similarly soul leaveth bodies worn out.’ A body becomes a 
wcrn out garment for the soul not due 19 the old age, but 
due to the exhaustion of karma. If the karma is exhausted 
at the age of twelve, then that body become worn-out to 
that particular soul, Anyway, this birth-death cycle caused 
by the karma is painful. Therefore we are advised to 
realise the immortal Atma when desires will be totally 
extinct and vasanas burnt. When there are no desires 
birth death cycle ceases. This realization of the Atma to 
be unborn, everlasting, eternal, invalnerable is the main 


teaching of ‘ ere 
= Thee the “Sankhya Yoga? which here dasansi Jnana 
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Yoga”. If thisis the spiritual realisation, God demands 
from us to act in the world too with such a realization. How 
to act? Whatis our Svadharma? We shall discuss this 
in the next letter.

Immortal Sisters and Brothers, 


Infinite blessings. Here am I now, at San Francisco, 
a lovely place with its ocean, mountain and wonderful up 
and down running streets. After the installation of Lord 
Vittala at Washington D.C. and lectures there, I was for 
more than twelve lectures at Chicago. I am here with 
Rama now at the joint invitation of “California Institute 
of Asian Studies and Cultural Integration Fellowship. 
They have a lovely Ashram called San Francisco Ashram. 
Dr. Haridas Chowdhari, the President of. this Institution 
has arranged for our stay and organised our lectures here, 
He is a great philosopher and really is representing the 
Indian culture in its true sense and an ardent disciple of 
Sri Aurobindo. Every other Sunday I am giving the Sunday 
sermons here and afternoons I teach the intense sadhana of 
Kirtan. (The spiritual discipline of devotional chanting.) 
Almost everyday there will be two or three interviews, 


when people would discuss their spiritual problems and 
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receive spiritual happiness. In the mornings except on 
week ends there will be students for private classes on 
Yoga, Vedanta and Cosmic consciousness. They are the 
devoted students who will continue their private classes as 
Jong as I stay here. Tuesday evenings for one hour non- 
terbal communication group discuss their experiences with 
me. Wednesdays, Thursdays and Fridays at evenings I em 
at the California Institute to teach “Narada Bhakti-Sutras, 
great Saints of India, Mahabharatha and Bhagavad-Gita”. 
Students appearing for their M.A., and Phd., 
examinations take down the notes and auditors interested 
in Asian culture and Indian philosophy attend these lectures. 
There will be a question period after the lecture and peace 
hymn before we close: Ofcourse, all lectures we begin 
with a brief prayer. Saturday afternoon people come to 
attend the Upanishad classes. In every class one of the 
major Upanishads is taken and its important verses quoted 
and their interpretations given. To hear the essence of 
Upanishads, people take a great interest. On Saturday 
evenings at 7-30 I will be conducting the meditation 
classes. The hall is packed to its capacity for the 
meditation classes. 


There is a great demand in the west for genuine 
teachings. Philosophy and psychology, science and religion, 
traditional values and modein interpretations, dynamic and 
simple truths, all are essential here to make your hearer 
happy. You should have a keen sense of humour and great 
patience to hear others’ problems and should have deep 
love in answering their questions. 
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Americans love India and everything that is considered 
sacred in India they value much. They are practical people 
and practice seriously whatever they assimilated. Ofcourse. 
due to the height of materialism, the inevitable necessity 
also is there for anything that gives bliss and peace. In 
teaching Kirtan here, first I developed the science behind it 
and then taught the art ! Lo, the next class was filled to its 
capacity. Now there are not less than fourty students to 
study Kirtan, for meditation classes more than 125 people 
attend. People have taken deep interest in our great epic 
Mahabharata and: our great treasure Bhagavadgita, they 
value more than any other book of India. 


Sisters and brothers, all these things I write to you 
from bere because you have to take up the study of our 
great scriptures and enlighten each other. Religious 
scriptures alone could bring the ethical and the moral sense 
in men and the society could build a great Nation only if 
the individuals are strong. Strength is the watch-word of 
our Upanishads. Others are taking this message and 
become strong ; why should we neglect drinking this 
nectarian Ganges ? 


-Have a great Ideal. Put proper effort and try to live 
up to the Ideal. You may fail in the attempt many a time. 
But, do not lose courage, pray God for strength. Stop not 
until the Ideal is realised and destination reached. 
Fortitude, courage, strength, faith and sincerity are the 
steps for final illumination. Do not dissipate your energy. 
Daily maintain two hours silence. Daily meditate at least 
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twenty minutes. Daily read some great book which 
moulds your character and develops your energy for your 
Spiritual good. Let God and Guru guide you.

one who sings His name will inherit all the divine gualities 
and progress toward perfection. . 

(5) The chanting of the holy name should not be just 
mechanical. Everytime you have to meditate on the 
supramental truth behind the Divine Name. i 

(6) You have to chant the Name Divine with all your 
heart’s love and mind’s concentration. Then alone the 
mantra reveals the sacred secret to you. 


(7) Mental repetition, oral repetition, writing of the 
holy name, counting through the beads of a rosary, 
counting through the breaths-all these are efficacious. That 
which suits to an individual at a given moment, he could 
choose and chant. 


(8) Study of the scriptures,: company of saints, 
visiting holy shrines, following certain moral and ethical 
principles,.taking certain vows to discipline the mind, 
should go side by side the chanting of the Name. 


(9) Chanting of the Divine Name with an intense 
longing for the vision of God brings the truth perception 
and perfection soon. ot 


(10) Without deviating from the path in all tests, 


one should continue to meditate on the holy Name with: 
unflinching faith and devotion. i 


Write everyday twenty-five times Sri Rama Jaya Rama 
Jaya Jaya Rama. Repeat the Guru given mantra atleast 


108 times.,,.Read one,cbapter of the, Bhagavad Gita daily 
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and regularly. Control the tongue from all frothy talks and 
use it only to spédk the Truth, softly and pleasingly. Do 
not hate anybody for God is love and all are His creation. 
Let selfless service be your motto. Let God be your Ideal.
